The Michigan Law 
On Stopping For School Buses 


1. You are required to stop when overtaking or meeting a 
school hus which has stopped and is dispiaying two alternating 


flashing red lights. 


2. Stops must be made’at léast 10 feet in front or to the rear of 
the bus and you may not proceed until— * 
a. School bus resumes motion, or 
b. Visual signals on bus are no longer actuated. 
3. You need not stop for a stopped school bus at an 
intersection controlied by a police officer or stop-and-go signal, but 
may pass the bus at a speed not greater than 10 miles an hour and 


with due caution. 


4. The driver of a vehicle upon any highway which has been 
divided into 2 roadways by feaving an intervening space, or by a 
physical barrier, or clearly indicated dividing sections so 
constructed as to impede vehicular traffic, need not stop upon 
mecting a schoo! bus which has stopped across the dividing space, 


barrier or section. 


5. The school bus driver is required to. actuate the two 
alternately flashing lights when it is stopped for the purpose of 
receiving or discharging school children and for a disfance of at 
jeast 200 feet in advance of such stop. ; 

6. The jaw does nui apply in incorporated villages and cities, 
but stopping can Ge required by local ordinance if there are cigns to 


inform you of the regulation.

Different This Year 


By Willard Bosserman 

I have been recommending 
fertilizer high in nitrogen for 
lawns because grass responds 
more to nitrogen than any 
other plant fuod. It needs the 
other plant foods. too, but not 
as much as it needs nitrogen. 

Fertilizer is in short supply 
this year, especially nitrogen. 
It is ironic because the air is 
seven eights nitrogen, but 
plants can't utilize it in that 
form. It tukes quite a lot of 
energy Lo make ammonia from 
the air nitrogen. 

1 notice hardwares and gar- 
den stores do have a pretty 
good supply of organic ferti- 
livers sueh as dried animal 
wastes, This is a good supply of 
nitrogen compared to the cost 
per pound of nilrogen supplied 
in the chemical form. 

1 have been encouraging 
people to let their lots go back 
lo nature. This would not 


require fertilizer. If you have 
property along a stream or a 
lake we would urge you not to 
use fertilizer beeause it tends to 
get into the body of water 
sooner or later,

Learning to appreciate the 
natural look after spending 
time in the city where keeping 
a well manicured lawn is the in 
thing takes a litle adjusting, 
but it can be done. This is 
northern Michigan and we 
should have something a little 
different, Jets make it the 
natural look.

Use the available fertilizer in 
your vegetable garden. This 
will give you some monitary 
gain in food cost savings as well 
as the enjoyment you will get 
out of caring for a garden.

I was appalled to read in the 
Roscommon ‘Jerald News, 
April 11 that the Solid Waste 
Section of the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources 
turned the decision to approve 
or disapprove the Roscommon 
county sanitary landfill into the 
political arena. 

I have been working ith the 
Roscommon County Planning 
Commission for nearly four 
years trying to locate a suitable 
site for a central sanitary 
landfill. 

The Planning Commission 
spent over $2,509 of the county 
taxpayers money to have the 
site investigated. The planning 
commission followed every step 
required by the Solid Waste 
Section. It would have cost 


even more had it not been for’ 


the fine cooperation of local 
Department of Natural Re- 
_ source personnel. 

There would be opposition to 
any site. selected. Nohody 
wants a sanitary landfill near 
them. It’ is also true that 
nubudy hus any guarantee 


when they buy a piece of 


property that the road by it will 
always remain rustic and primi- 
tive, People keep moving in te 
change the whole situation. 

_The people who have summer 
homes on the road that leads to 
the site will be protected by one 
mile of isolation. The ground 
water ‘flows in a’ -northerly 
direction, away: from their 
cottages. 


- The site on nine mile hill in. 


Roscommon County was select- 
ed because it is centrally 
located. It has isolation, more 
than is required by law. It has 


at leaft fifty (50) feet clearance - 


between ‘surface. and ground 
water table. The ground water 
flows to the’ north under 
nine-mile hill. It flows several 
miles before coming close: to 
any homes. 

Members of the Roscommon 
County Planning Commission 
are all tax paying citizens of the 
county and all work at some 


other job other than the 


planning commission for a 
living. 

When they first learned 
there was oposition to the site, 
they had already spent consid- 
erable money investigating the 
site. They continued in that 
direction because they felt they 
had too many “tax dollars 
invested to abandon it. There is 
no guarantee they would not 
have opposition on any other 
site. There just are not very 


many possible sites available.

Car Bill | 


State Representative Ralph 
Ostling (R-Roseomman) | said 
today that he was hopeful of 
being able to get the derelict 
auto collection bill up for House 
consideration soon. 

The measure sponsored by 
Ostling was referred to the 
Appropriations Committee in 
February. 

The bill proposes the placing 
of ‘a $1.00 fee on all passenger 
vehicle title transfers for the 
purpose of collecting. abandoned 
autos in the state. 


“The program is a continua- 


tion of a demonstration project 
sponsored by a grant from the 
Upper Great Lakes Commission 
and the Motar-Vehiele Manu- 
facturers’ Assoviation:” 
pointed out. 

The project which has oper- 
ated in the northern counties of 
Michigan for the past two years 
had picked up junk vehicles and 
sold them to private scrap 
metal dealers. 

“Easing the energy crisis can 
be a benefit of this program,’ 
Representative Ostling stated. 
“The use of recycled materials 


can have great energy savings. 


over extraction, processing and 
transportation of raw mater- 


vials," he explained. = 


“There are literally thou 
sands of old abandoned autos in 
this state that are presently 
nothing more than eyesores, 
Mr. Ostling said. “By the state 
collecting these vehicles the 
state can turn these cyesores 
into valuable recyclable met- 
he continued. 

“As part of the program the 
state is additionally going to he 
able to begin a trial recycling 
project of its own for parts such 
as tires and seats which in- 
dustry simply has to throw out. 
This can provide us with a 
great deal of research in 
handling these hard-to-dispose 
items, and at the same time 
extend the life of our sanitary 
land fills," the first term 
legislator remarked. 

The Roscommon Republican 
said that it is estimated that 
23,000 to 36,000 cars per year 
could be collected. Private
